1. Under the applicable law, The Hearing Officer shall conduct a fair and

impartial proceeding, assure that the facts are fully elicited, and avoid delay.

The Hearing Officer shall have authority to take all measures necessary for

the maintenance of order and for the efficient, fair and impartial adjudication

of issues arising in proceedings governed by this Part. See 20.1.4.100 NMAC

2. Central to this Order is the law controlling opposed motion practice under

20.1.4.200 NMAC. The rule provides a 15-day period for a party to respond,

and 10-days for the moving party to file a reply.

3. The hearing in this matter is scheduled to begin May 17, 2021 and continue

as necessary.



4. Therefore, the deadline to file an opposed motion is on or before April 23,

2021.
